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PREFACE. 



Kn9w thy verbs is a maxim no less applicable to 
the student of foreign languages^ than know thyself 'vi 
to man. If it is necessaiy to be acquainted with our 
moral constitution^ that we may avoid falling into many 
moral errors^ it is likewise necessary that the student 
should have a thorough knowledge of what has always 
been considered a key to a language^ the verbs, or he 
will commit numberless grammatical errors. And 
though the latter errors do not, like the former^ lead to 
consequences so important, they ought nevertheless to 
be avoided^ as they imply culpable ignorance. 

The object which the author has in view, in pre- 
senting this little work to the public, is to enable the 
learner to acquire a perfect knowledge of the verbs in 
French, in a short time. . To efied; this oBject, it is 
necessaiy to be familiar only with about' thirty, and a 
few simple rules, in order to understand all of them, 
whether regular or irregular, (nearly 4,000 in number). 

During my long experience in teachings I have had 
many opportunities of observing that the easiest and 
readiest way of learning the regular verbs, is to ^ the 
attention of the pupil on the terminations, as the radi- 
cal letters never vaiy. In the construction of the 



iixegalar verbs^ the learner is recommended to obserre 
carefully their difference £rom the coiyiigations to 
which they respectively belongs first by examining the 
radical letters^ and then the tenninations. Take as an 
instance^ the verb senUir, in which the pupil will see 
that the radical letter t is not retained through all 
parts of the verb^ but is omitted in the first and second 
persons of the present of the indicative^ and in the 
second person singular of the imperative ; and that u 
is not the variable termination of those two tenses, as 
in the verb^n-tV^ given for example. 

When verbs are taught by the similarity of the ter- 
minations, the grammatical order, which is indicated by 
the figures 1, 2, 3, &c., ought not to be forgotten : the 
pupil is to remember not only the ^"9^ moods, but all 
the tenses belonging to each, as explained in the 3rd 
page of this work. 

Before I conclude, I embrace, with gratitude, the 
opportunity afforded me of returning my sincere thanks 
to all who have done me the honour of subscribing to 
this little work, hoping it may prove useful, and at 
the same.time, craving indulgence to the errors, which 
may have escaped my notice.

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OF THE VERB. 

The verb is a word which is generally used to 
expiess what we do or feel : f ecris, je suis malade. 

The subject or nominative of the verb is the word 
that represents the person or the thing by whom or 
by which the action designated by the verb is per- 
formed. It answers to the question, who is it that: 
Who is it that writes P I. I, is therefore the nom- 
inative of the verb ecrire. 

The objective "i^ is the word which completes the 
signification of the verb. It answers to the questions 
whom, what: f ecris une lettre. I write what ? 
une lettre. Letter is therefore the objective of the 
verb ecrire. 

There are in French six sorts of verbs : the active, 
passive, neuter, reflected, reciprotal, and impersonal. 

The active verb expresses an action done by the 
nominative, and governs the objective case : faime 

* In French I* regime directe. 
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ma soeur. The compound tenses of all active verbs 
are conjugated with avoir. 

The passive verb denotes an action received or 
suffered bj the nominative and not dofie bj it^ as is 
the case with the other verbs : je suis aim6e de ma 
soeur ; elie a ^te admir^e de son frere. A passive 
verb consists of the auxiliaxy to be through all its 
tenses^ and the participle past of an active verb. 

The neuter verb, like the active verb, denotes an 
action done by the nominative^ but does not govern 
the objective case : je cotirs, je pense. In the simple 
tenses,'^- they are conjugated like the verbs to which 
conjugation they belong ; but in the compound tenses 
most of them are conjugated with avoir, and about 
fifty with etre. The reflected verb denotes an action 
done by the nominative, and acting upon itself: je 
, me blesse, I hurt myself. They are conjugated 
with a double pronoun, one of which is the nominative 
and the other the objective of the verb ; but it often 
happens that the second pronoun is not expressed in 
English : je me leve, I rise. In the compound tenses, 
they take the auxiliary etre, and not avoir, as in 
English : je me suis punie, I have punished myself. 

The reciprocal verb expresses the action of several 
nominatives^ acting upon each other : nous nous ai' 
mans. The compound tenses take the auxiliary etre. 

Impersonal verbs are those which show what hap- 

* Simple tenses are those which do not require an auxiliary. 
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pens : il pleut, it nuns. They are never used but 
in the third person singular^ and are only applied to 
things, 

MOODS. 

Moods are the different manners of using the verbs. 
There are five moods^ the indicative, the conditional, 
the imperative^ the subjunctive, and the infinitive. 

The indicative affirms in a positive manner that an 
action is doing, has been done^ or will be done. 
Hence three tenses^ the present, the preterite, and the 
future; but these have been subdivided for greater 
accuracy : je chante, je chantai, je chanterau 

The conditional affirms under the idea of a condi- 
tion : je chanter ais, sij'avais une bonne voix. 

The subjunctive is the mood of doubt and indecision 
and is so called, because it is subject to a conjunction: 
^je tie crois pas que je vienne, 1 do not think that I 
shall come. 

The injinitive affirms in a vague manner, without 
designating either number or person : chantey avoir 
chante, etant chante, devant chanter. 

The indicative mood has eight tenses : the present, 

the imperfect, the preterite, and the future, with their 
compounds. 

The conditional has two tenses, the present and 

the compound. 

The imgerative has but one tense. 
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The subjunctive has four tenses ; the present and 
the imperfect^ with their compounds. 

The infinitive has six tenses : the infinitive present 
(the root of the verb) and the two participles^ with 
their compounds. 

There are two auxiliary verbs, avoir and etre; they 
are used to conjugate the compound tenses of every 
verb.

Remarks. — ^When the word jtut is placed in 
English between an auxiliary and the p. past^ the 
auxiliary is rendered into French by the correspond- 
ing tense of the verb venir, and instead of the par^ 
ticiple, the infinitive is used : Je viens de recevoir une 
lettre, I havey^s/ received a letter. 

When the verb to he is followed by an infinitive 

denoting futurity, the auxiliary is rendered into 

French by the corresponding tense of the verb devoir : 

je dois recevoir une lettre, I am to receive a letter ; 

'je devais savoir cela, I was to know that 

When the verb to be is followed by a participle 
presenjt, both words are rendered into French by the 
corresponding tense : fecrts, I am writing ; je parlnis 
I was speaking. 

The verb etre is not used in French to express the 
state of one*s health : we say : je me porte bien, and 
notje suis bien. 

The English word did corresponds in French to 
the imperfect tense ; would, could, or should, to the

There are in French four conjugations which are 
distinguished by the present of the infinitive. 

The first conjugation ends in er^ as parUer; the 
second^ in it, as^n-tr; the third, in otV^ as recev^oir; 
the fourth, in re, as vend^re. 

The letters preceding these terminations are called 
radical letters, and those added to the radical, accord- 
ing to the tense, and person, variable letters, 

FIRST CONJUGATION IN er. 

The radical letters of the verbs of this conjugation, 
never vary throughout the whole verb, and the er of 
the infinitive is only preserved in the future and con- 
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ditional ; therefore to form these two tenses, the regular 
terminations must be added to the infinitive mood.* 

All the fegular rerhs of the first conjugation (nearly 
3,000 in number) are coi^ugated like puri-er. The 
pres. of the indicative, the imperative, the pres. of the 
subjunctive end in s, and the part, past in e accented. 

In all verbs, whether regular or irregular, the im- 
perfect and conditional end in ais, and have all their 
terminations exactly the same; the future in at, the 
pres. of the subjunctive in e,f and the part, present in 
ant The terminations ons,ez, ent^X of the pres. of 
the indicative and the imperative are likewise always 
invariable. 

In all verbs, the imperfect of the subjuncitive is de- 
rived from the preterite, and ends in asse, isse, insse, 
or usse. 

It will be seen by the following table that the three 
first tenses are alike except in parUions, parl-iez. § 

It will likewise be seen that by supressing the per- 
sonal' pronouns of the pres. of the indicative, the im- 
perative is formed* and that by placing que before ihe

IRBBGULAR TBBBS. 

A verb is irregular when the radical letters vaiy^ or 
when the terminations deviate from those of the veorb 
given for example : thus the verbs all-er, ven^ir, are 
irregular, because they are not conjugated like partner, 
Jin-ir, though they have the same terminations in the 
infinitive mood. 
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Atl*er, wn-it, are irregular both in their radical 
and variable letters^ the present being vais, viens, and 
not atl^e, veti'-U ; the future and conditional tr-nt^ 
treats, viend^^ai, viend'V'ais, and not aller-ai, allet'^ 
ais, venir^ai, venir-ais, etc, which would be the case 
if these verbs were regular. The irr^ularities only 
fall on the simple tenses, but seldom on the first and 
second persons plural of the pres. of the indicative, the 
imperative, and the imperfect of the indicative. 

Remark. — itse, before the termination ani of the 
part, present, is the distinctive mark of the regular 
verbs of the second conjugation ; ev, that of the third, 
and ^, that of the fourth: fin-hss-ant, re-cev-anf, 
iftndrant
